THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


On  behalf  of  the  Executive  and  Councillors  of  the 
St.  Michael  Alumni  Association,  I  would  like  to 
welcome  you  all  back  to  another  year  of  Alumni 
activities.  This  may  be  your  first  year  out  of  St. 
Michael's,  or  you  may  have  just  returned  to  Toronto 
from  another  city.  If  this  is  the  case,  I  hope  that  you'll 
participate  in  the  functions  we've  planned  during  the 
upcoming  year.  For  those  of  you  who  have  attended 
the  different  events,  thanks  for  your  continuous 
support  and  we  look  forward  to  seeing  you  again  this 
year. 


Upon  taking  office,  I  spent  some  time  reviewing  the 
Constitution  of  our  Association  and  I  would  like  to 
highlight  a  few  of  the  points  from  that  document. 
The  objects  of  the  Association  are  to: 
1)  Perpetuate    through    life    the    spirit    of    good 
fellowship  of  College  School  days; 


As  we  start  this  new  year,  I  have  a  couple  of 
requests  I  would  like  to  make.  The  first  pertains  to  our 
membership  fees  and  how  important  each  payment 
is.  I  don't  have  to  tell  you  how  much  costs  have  gone 
up  or  how  much  more  the  mailing  of  the  Blue  Banner 
will  be  especially  with  the  dramatic  postal  hikes  we 
will  be  facing  shortly.  It  has,  therefore,  become 
necessary  for  us  to  increase  the  annual  fees  to 
$15.00  so  that  we  can  continue  to  mail  the  Blue 
Banner  to  the  3,600+  alumni.  It  has  also  become 
necessary  to  establish  a  cash  bar  attheTurkey  Roll.  At 
3  drinks  (liquor  or  beer)  for  $2.00,  we  will  be  able  to 
operate  the  night  at  a  break-even  level  and  not 
continue  with  the  losses  that  have  occurred  over  the 
last  couple  of  years.  Last  year's  Turkey  Roll  had  a 
deficit  of  $940.00  and  would  be  even  higher  this  year 
with  the  increased  liquor  and  beer  costs. 


2)  Efficaciously  to  remember  those  departed  in 
death  from  the  ranks  of  the  former  students  of 
the  College  School  and  other  members  of  the 
Association;  and 


3)  To  have  concern  for  all  Catholic  educational 
affairs,  with  a  special  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
St.  Michael's  College  School. 


The  above  words  were  written  in  1951  and  even 
though  that  was  thirty  years  ago,  they  still  remain  the 
central  point  of  what  the  Alumni  Association  does 
today.  Our  Blue  Banner  has  been  for  many,  the  only 
communication  vehicle  to  bring  members  news  about 
the  School,  the  Staff,  and  fellow  alumni.  When  we 
receive  letters  from  as  far  away  astheonefrom  Aidan 
Walsh-Lavery  in  Ireland  commenting  on  how  pleased 
he  was  to  still  hear  about  the  School,  we  know  that 
we're  accomplishing  part  of  our  objectives.  Through 
the  annual  Turkey  Roll,  Family  Skating,  Scholarship 
Draw  and  Golf  Tournament,  plus  the  other  special 
events  that  have  taken  place,  we  have  strived  even 
further  towards  meeting  these  goals. 


As  with  any  organization  or  business,  the  means  to 
meet  objectives  must  be  regularly  reviewed  and 
necessary  changes  put  into  place.  For  that  reason  I'm 
pleased  to  announce  that  we  have  formed  a  long 
range  planning  committee,  whose  purpose  is  to  foster 
ideas  of  how  we  can  better  serve  the  School,  existing 
alumni,  and  those  that  will  join  our  ranks  in  the 
future.  In  upcoming  issues  of  the  Blue  Banner,  you 
will  be  hearing  more  on  the  activities  of  this  group.
